Industrial 
units plan in 


bid to attract 
new firms 


HOPE BOOST

BANBURY will get an employment 
boost of up to 250 jobs under new 
plans for more businesses by the M40. 

A developer wants to put up one to three 
new industrial units by the DHL depot at 
Banbury Point, Wildmere Industrial Estate, 
by Junction 11. 

This would secure 150 to 250 jobs for 
local businesses seeking new premises or 
create new jobs, said planning consultant 
David Green. 

A planning application has been 
submitted to Cherwell District Council by 
AC Lloyd Holdings Ltd, which has bought 
the grassland from AXA Reim. 

It says the plan - which is being marketed 
to developers - would create a "modern, 
successful and vibrant location for 
business". 

It adds: "This application seeks to enable 
efficient designs and flexible proposals, 
focused on current market demands making 
the best use of the site, increasing potential 
for local jobs." 

Banbury Civic Society chairman Rob 
Kinchin-Smith hailed plans to develop the 
"gateway site" for business. 

He said: "Banbury Civic Society would 
strongly support any proposal that makes 
best use of this key site." 

It is the latest development proposed for 
land along the motorway, which has long 
been earmarked for employment use by the 
council. 

In March, it approved controversial plans 
for a retail park at the industrial estate at 
motorsport firm Prodrive, which will move 
nearby. 

The scheme - to include Marks & Spencer

and Next - will create 750 jobs when it 
opens in 2014. But traders warned it would 
hit the town centre. 

Two months later, it approved outline 
plans for six warehouses to create 1,000 
jobs alongside the M40, off Overthorpe 
Road, Banbury. 

That plan was for 115,000sqm of floor 
space and the latest proposal - for Brookhi 11 
Way - would be for 10,500sqm. 

It would be used for general business, 
industrial or storage and sit alongside the 
Junction 11 roundabout. 

The site has long been eyed for 
development with permissions given in 1999 
- now expired — and in 2010, to expire 
next year. 

The application says: "The site has 
excellent transport links, the strategic road 


network and local distributor routes can be 
readily accessed from this area - so avoiding 
lorry movements through residential areas. 

"Although an edge-of-town site, it is also 
within walking distance of the town centre 
and bus and railway stations."

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■ Hunt and two members admit unlawful hunting with dogs 

Hunt fined after RSPCA 


launches a prosecution 


MEMBERS of Oxfordshire's Heythrop 
Hunt have been convicted of illegal fox 
hunting in the first such prosecution 
ever mounted by the RSPCA. 

The Heythrop Hunt Limited, along with 
members Julian Barnfield, 49, and Richard 
Sumner, 68, admitted a total of 12 counts of 
unlawful hunting with dogs. 

The case was the first where a whole hunt 
has faced corporate charges and was also the 
first undertaken by the RSPCA involving the 
prosecution of a hunt itself. 

Footage of hounds dragging the body of a 
fox across a muddy field was played to the 
courtroom as the offences were outlined to 
District Judge Tim Pattinson. 

The hearing, at Oxford Magistrates' Court, 
was told how the Heythrop Hunt met on four 
occasions and hunted foxes with dogs, in 
contravention of the Hunting Act 2004. 

Jeremy Carter-Manning QC, prosecuting on 
behalf of the RSPCA, said the footage showed 
evidence of "prolonged and deliberate 
unlawful hunting".

Mr Carter-Manning said: "The foxes are 
clearly seen by a number of relevant people, 
including Mr Sumner and Mr Barnfield and 
others. 

"They are seen actively pursuing the 
hounds, which are in pursuit of a fox." 

Both men and the Heythrop Hunt admitted 
four counts of unlawfully hunting a fox with 
dogs. 

The offences took place on November 23 
and November 30 last year, as well as 
February 29 and March 7 this year. 

Philip Mott QC, defending, said during that 
period there would have been around 100 
hunts, each lasting some five hours. 

He said: "What you have here is unlawful 
hunting, shown and admitted, of no more 
than 15 minutes in total. 

"It's our case that the rest of the time this 
hunt was operating trail hunting." 

Retired huntsman Barnfield, 49, of 



Worcester Road, Chipping Norton, and 
retired huntmaster Sumner, 68, of Salperton, 
Gloucestershire, each admitted four charges 
of unlawfully hunting a fox with dogs. 

Sentencing, District Judge Pattinson said: 
"Hunting foxes provokes extremely strong 
feelings on both sides of the argument. 

"Some people see hunting foxes as cruel 
and immoral. 

"Others see hunting as an essential and 
traditional part of countryside management 
and they say that criminalising the activity is 
inappropriate." 

Barnfield was fined a total of £1,000 and 
ordered to pay £2,000 costs and Sumner was 
fined a total of £1,800 and ordered to pay 
£2,500 costs. Both men were also ordered to 
pay a £15 victims' surcharge. The Heythrop 
Hunt Limited was fined a total of £4,000, 
costs of £15,000 and a £15 victims' 
surcharge. 

The case was based on footage shot by 
independent monitors and passed to the 
RSPCA. It then deployed its undercover 

Special Operations Unit 
to investigate before 
deciding to go ahead 
with a prosecution that

MP's call over bishops 


THE Church of England must 
resolve a row over women bishops 
to stop Parliament passing laws to 
enforce change, Banbury MP Sir 
Tony Baldry has said. 

The Conservative - a church 
estates commissioner in 
Parliament - said women must be 
allowed to attain bishop status. 

The Church’s general synod last 
month narrowly rejected the 
reform. 

Sir Tony told Parliament: “Some 
voices, quite understandably, have 
suggested that if the Church of 
England does not act, Parliament 
might need to. 

“It is my earnest prayer that 
over the coming months the 
Church of England can and will 
demonstrate that it can resolve 


this issue itself.” 

The Anglican said: “Everyone 
within the Church of England 
recognises that until we can 
resolve the issue of women 
bishops, we will not be able fully 
to fulfil our role as a national 
Church.” 

He added: “This is not an issue 
that can be parked.” 

Sir Tony said: “One cannot have 
a category of second-class 
women bishops or in some way 
create a Church within a Church to 
accommodate this matter.” 

Arguments against the reform 
include honouring tradition and 
Bible teachings. 

Others warn that ordaining 
women would prevent unity with 
Roman Catholics.

■ New powers prompt civic bid to 
get vacant properties in 
Oxfordshire back on the market

COUNCIL tax discounts on 
empty and second homes are to 
be cut across Oxfordshire in a 
bid to get more homes into the 
market. 

The county’s five authorities, 
which manage council tax, want 
to use new powers from the 
Government to cut back on 
discounts. 

Four local authorities have 
announced full details of 
schemes affecting more than 
6,000 properties, which they 
expect to net an extra £377,872 
next year. 

It is hoped the move will help 
plug a gap left by a ten per cent 
reduction in Government 
funding for council tax benefit. 

All want to axe a ten per cent 
discount on an estimated 2,500 
second homes. 

And three councils would 
increase a “premium” on more 
than 850 long-term empty homes 
from 100 to 150 per cent. 

The changes will also cut: 

• The 100 per cent six-month 
discount on an estimated 4,600 
vacant and empty homes to 25 
per cent. 


• The 100 per cent 12-month 
discount on an estimated 550 
recently-built or uninhabitable 
homes to 50 per cent, except 25 
per cent in Oxford. 

• Oxford City Council and West 
Oxfordshire District Council will 
remove the 100 per cent discount 
on empty repossessed homes, 
affecting about 45 properties. 

• Oxford, South Oxfordshire 
and Vale of White Horse will 
increase premiums on homes 
empty for more than two years 
from 100 to 150 per cent. 

One local councillor said: 

“Any empty home in this day 
and age is really quite 
scandalous, because it’s a home 
that could be occupied by 
somebody who really needs it. 

“It’s incumbent on us to do 
whatever we can to bring empty 
homes back into use.” 

But concerns were raised that 
the cut to discounts would affect 
landlords who left their 
properties empty for short-term 
maintenance and the extra costs 


could eventually be passed to 
tenants. 

Jan Bartlett, a senior partner 
at a lettings firm, warned: “Yet 
again it is another charge that 
will be passed on to the tenants. 

“They can’t keep hitting 
landlords with these price 
increases.” 

National Landlords 
Association senior policy officer 
David Cox said landlords strived 
to fill properties. 

But he said of the plans: 
“Something has to give, but we 
don’t want it to be the quality of 
the accommodation.” 

Cherwell District Council has 
yet to publish its plans but its 
lead member for financial 
management, Ken Atack, 
pledged changes. 

It is looking to axe the second 
home discount and discount for 
empty and uninhabitable homes. 
He said: “Sometimes a social 
need must over-ride individual 
requirements.”

Relief as county schools 
rise to Stage Two tests 


RESULTS at Oxfordshire pri¬ 
mary schools have risen, to 
top off a record year of edu¬ 
cational attainment. 

In September it was 
revealed that the proportion 
of children across Oxford¬ 
shire achieving the bench¬ 
mark Level 4 in English and 
maths at age 11 had jumped 
by seven per cent - from 75 
per cent to 82 per cent. 

And the new Key Stage 2 fig- 
ures, published by the 
Department for Education, 
show even schools in Oxford, 
which have historically per¬ 
formed poorly compared to 
the rest of the county, posted 
an average 11 percentage 
points increase - narrowing 
the gap between city and 
county schools to three per¬ 
centage points. 

Oxfordshire County Coun¬ 
cil education cabinet mem¬ 
ber Melinda Tilley said the 
news was “fantastic” and 
admitted to being close to 
tears when she heard. 

She said: “We have all

worked so hard on it., I am 
absolutely overjoyed it has 
paid off. 

“It’s not just County Hall. 
Everybody has really got a bit 
fed up with it and said come 
on, you gave got to do some¬ 
thing. 

“It’s been pressure from 
everyone to say this isn’t 
good enough. We have got to 
do something and these 
results are absolutely mar¬ 
vellous.” 

Mrs Tilley added the 
improvements were down to 
a combination of factors. 

She said the local authority 
had given a “tremendous” 
amount of support, includ¬ 
ing school improvement offi¬ 
cers going into schools, but 
put the improvements down 
to hard work and a clearer 
focus within individual 
schools. 

She said: “Governors, sen¬ 


ior leadership teams and 
headteachers have got 
together and 

said we have got to do some¬ 
thing about it and they have 
done it. 

“It’s also something to do 
with the threat of takeover 
and academy status - what 
they want to do is choose, 
rather than being pushed.” 

In Oxford city, 85 per cent of 
pupils achieved Level 4 or 
higher in English, up eight 
percentage points, 84 per 
cent in maths, up 10 percent¬ 
age points, and 85 per cent in 
reading, up four percentage 
points. 

That compares to Oxford¬ 
shire figures where 87 per cent 
made the grade in English, 86 
per cent in maths and 88 per 
cent in reading. 

At 20 schools across Oxford¬ 
shire, all pupils made the 
grade in both subjects. 

Overall, 141 county schools 
posted a higher proportion of 
children achieving Level 4 in 
both English and maths, 



while 64 saw a drop. 

Schools where less than 60 
per cent of pupils achieve 
Level 4 in both subje 
and where the proport: 
of pupils making expe< 
ed progress in English 
and maths falls below 
the national average 
are likely to be forced 
to convert to academy 
status. 

In Oxfordshire this 
applies to only two 
schools - St Joseph’s, 
Carterton, which had so 
few pupils taking the tests 
its results will be discounted 
and Bayard’s Hill, Barton. 

Last year it applied to 
18 Oxfordshire 
schools.

Police to damp down on alcohol-related crimes 


A CLAMPDOWN on crimes linked 
to alcohol has been stepped up 
ahead of Christmas in North 
Oxfordshire.

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■ Elderly victim had a mental age of five 

Carer is sent to 

prison for 
stealing 



A MENTAL health carer who 
stole more than £31,000 from a 
vulnerable woman with the 
mental age of a five-year-old has 
been jailed. 

Over the course of four years 
Denise Kiff swindled cash from 
Maureen Baker, who she was 
supposed to be looking after. 

Kiff, who worked for mental 
health charity Mencap, used 
Miss Baker’s debit card to with¬ 
draw money, as well as to buy 
Chinese takeaways and clothes, 
and even took out a bank loan in 
Miss Baker’s name. 

Oxford Crown Court was told 
that she managed to scam a total 
of £31,217.71 from Miss Baker, 
who was aged in her 60s, but had 
the mental function of a five- 
year-old child and lived in shel-

tered accommodation. This sum 
included the £5,000 loan, which 
the court heard Santander Bank 
was still insisting that Miss 
Baker pay back. 

Kiff, of St Leonard’s Close, 
Banbury, had admitted 19 
counts of fraud last month and 
was jailed for 16 months after 
Judge Ian Pringle told her she 
had breached Miss Baker’s 
trust. 

Wendy Hewitt, prosecuting, 
told the court that 40-year-old 
Kiff had worked as Miss Baker’s 
sole support worker for many 
years and had been employed by 
Mencap since 1998 when the 
charity took over the company 


she worked for. Ms Hewitt said 
that Kiff had been using Miss 
Baker’s debit cards from as far 
back as April 2007, until March 
2011 when she ceased working 
with her. 

Jane Brady, defending, said 
that Kiff had taken the money 
because she was in financial dif¬ 
ficulty, and had wanted to help 
her recently-widowed father. 

She told the court that Kiff 
and Miss Baker had been 
extremely close, and that Kiff 
regretted her actions. 

“She took money from Miss 
Baker with a desire to improve 
other people’s lives not her 
own,” said Miss Brady. 

“She accepts that it spiralled 
out of control.” 

Kiff was jailed for 16 months.

Nursery plan 

■ A planning application has 
been submitted to bring the first 
and only nursery to Adderbury. 
The plan - submitted to Cherwell 
District Council - will change an 
office into a nursery at The Hub 
atTwyford Mill, Oxford Road. It 
is a resubmission of a scheme 
rejected by the council in August 
for 35 youngsters. The council 
said the nursery would be 
"isolated" and suffer from poor 
public transport links. But 
backers hope further information 
on its impact will now see it 
approved. 

Council praised 

■ Cherwell District Council has 
reported its highest-ever levels of 
satisfaction from its annual 
customer survey. It said 1,018 
responses from its Citizen's Panel 
found 75 per cent were satisfied 
with council services, up from 68 
per cent in 2011. The results said 
key issues are anti-social 
behaviour, environmental crime 
and car parking facilities, though 
these saw a rise in satisfaction. 

Festive trains 

■ Three extra late-night trains are 
to be put on from London to 
Banbury for New Year's Eve 
revellers. Chiltern Railways will 
put on services at 12.30am, 
1.30am and 2.30am from London 
Marylebone. 


USERS of Banbury's Mill 
Arts Centre will see no 
difference in service when 
a £90,000 funding cut kicks 
in, a centre leader has said. 

Mill management committee 
chairman Nicholas Turner 
spoke as staff were being 
consulted by owners 
Conservative-run Oxfordshire 
County Council. 

The authority is putting in 
£199,000 this year but will cut 
this by £90,000 for the 12 
months from April as part of 
widespread spending 
reductions. 

It said savings - agreed in 
February last year - would be

achieved by a "new staffing 
structure" but has not given 
further details. 

The committee would also 
take all decisions, which at 
present have to be ratified by 
the county. Both groups 
currently employ staff. 

Mr Turner - a Tory county 
councillor - said: "I don't 
believe it will cause any 
reduction in service at all. 

"If anything it gives the Mill 
management committee more 
flexibility to deliver a more 
focused service." 


A consultation involving up 
to five staff will finish at the 
end of the month and he said 
"it is not for me to say" what 
the savings plans are. 

Cherwell District Council is 
this year giving £38,000 and 
has yet to decide its 
contribution for next year for 
the Spiceball Park Road centre. 

But Mr Turner said £600,000 
to £650,000 of the centre's 
running costs comes from 
ticket sales, putting it on a 
strong footing for the future. 

He said: "If you look across 
the country, there are a number 
of arts centres that have had to 
close. 


"Our strength is that, 
traditionally, the funding 
percentage we have got is only 
20 per cent of our income." 

The plans have been 
criticised by Mill regular and 
Barford resident John Christie, 
the county council's assistant 
chief education officer from 
1989 to 1997. 

Mr Christie - who asked 
about the cut at a meeting of 
the full council - called for a 
public consultation. 

He said of the committee: 
"There is no guarantee that the 
services provided at present 
will be continued by such a 
body, which is unelected, 


undemocratic, unsupervised 
and unaccountable." 

County cabinet member for 
safer and stronger communities 
Judith Heathcoat said the plans 
were for the Mill's "long-term 
sustainable future". 

She said: "It is necessary for 
the council to make savings to 
the services it provides and 
initiatives it supports." 

Forthcoming shows include 
comedian Jenny Eclair and the 
stage classic An Inspector 
Calls. It also hosts groups 
including the Anjali 2012 
Dance Company for the 
disabled, Banbury Cross 
Players and Banbury Folk Club.

Life Of Pi is the first film since 
Avatar to fully exploit the eye¬ 
popping format, immersing us in 
the central character's water-logged 
odyssey, including a terrifying 
sequence in angry seas reminiscent 
of Titanic. 

The hefty premium levied by 
cinemas to wear the uncomfortable 
plastic spectacles is worth every 
penny. 

Lee's vision is breathtaking and 
entire sequences have been 
masterfully choreographed to take 
full advantage of the depth that 3D 
brings to the big screen. 

A school of flying fish darts 
straight at the camera, causing us to 
duck and weave; the walls of a 
freshwater pool seem to stretch 
down into inky blackness forever; 
and shards of moonlight break 
through overlapping tree canopies 
laden with chattering meerkats. 

It's a tour-de-force of technical 
wizardry. 

Yet all of this gorgeous wrapping 
would mean nothing without a 
deep emotional core, and once 
again, Lee elicits stunning 


performances from his ensemble 
cast that leave us choking back 
tears. 

In a slight departure from the 
source novel, screenwriter David 
Magee uses a simple framing device 
to draw us into the narrative. 

An inquisitive writer (Rafe Spall) 
turns up unexpectedly at the door 
of Pi Patel (Irrfan Khan), having 
been told the stranger's life story 
deserves to be immortalised in 
print. 

In flashback, Pi recounts his 
youth as the son of a circus owner 
(Adil Hussain), who decided to sell 
the family business in Pondicherry 
and emigrate to Canada with his 
wife Gita (Tabu) and two boys. 

A raging storm causes the 
Japanese freighter to overturn and 
young Pi (Suraj Sharma) escapes in 
a lifeboat along with a zebra, 
orang-utan, hyena and a tiger called 
Richard Parker. The rest of the clan, 
including Pi's older brother Ravi 
(Vibish Sivakumar), perish at sea. 

As the days pass, the predators 
prevail until just Richard Parker and 
Pi remain, trapped together in a vast 
expanse of water. 

"I'm afraid his last meal will be a 
skinny, vegetarian boy," quips the 
trembling hero in voiceover. 

Life Of Pi is a deeply moving 
tribute to the endurance of the 
human spirit in the aftermath of 
senseless tragedy. 

Sharma, who has never acted 
before, is mesmerising, plucking our 
heartstrings in close-up as his 
character is flung repeatedly 
through the emotional wringer.
